PRESIDENT WILL ATTEND 
REUNION AT GETTYSBURG 
Washington, June 28.—President 
Wilson tonight decided 
the fiftieth anniversary celebration 
of the battle of Gettysburg on the 
Fourth of July. 
The president's dicision followed 
a conference with Representative 


A. Mitchell Palmer, of Pennsyl- 
nia. The president had taken the 
position previously in declining to 
go that he would be breaking his 
rule established months ago, not to 
leave Washington for any speegah- 
making occasion while CONnSBvess 
Was in session. 

Mr. Palmer pointed out, however, 
the importance of the Getteysbure 
celebration, itg nation-wide signifi- 
Oance and particularly the spirit 
of sectional sympathy that would 
result from a speech by a southern- 
born president at the reunion of 
the north and south. 

Secretary Tumulty gave out this 
statement for the president: 

“The president has felt constrain- 
ed to forego his chance for a few 
days of much needed rest in New 
Hampshire this week, because he 
feels it his duty to attend the 
célebration at Gettysburg on Fri- 
day, the Fourth of July.”

Jacobs, a well-to-do farmer, lived 
near Peak, in Lexington county. It 
was known that he kept but little 
money in the house, and any motive 
for the crime, as it now appears to bea, 
lacking. 

No Clew to Murderer. 

The sheriff of Lexington county came 
to the scene ag soon as he was notified 
of the tragedy, but so far he hag been 
unable to find a clew to the perpetra- 
tor. Dogs were unable to find a trail 
and the officials are completely mys- 
tified. 

Four guns and an ax were found in 
the ruins of the house, but their iden- 
tity has not yet been established, and 
there is little information of value to 
be gathered from the discovery. 

At the coroner’s inquest which 
brought out the first definite informa- 
tion on many points, it was established 
that the bodies of all the victims ¢x- 
cept one boy were found lying in their 
beds, as if the supposed murderer had 
found them asleep. 

The body of the eldest boy was found 
lying in front of the fireplace, with a 
shotgun beside it. One of the barrels 
had been fired; the other contained a 
loaded shell. A gun was also found 
beside the charred body of the father. 

Beside the body of one of the other 
boys the ax was found. 

Her Skull Crushed. 

Mrs. Jacobs was | 
her skull crushed and her back and 
shoulders lying in a pool of blood. 

The youngest boy was found face 
downward on a blood-soaked mattress. 

The body of Miss Pilie Jacobs was in 
another room, the skull horribly 
crushed. 

The tragedy was at first ascribed to 
a stroke of lightning, which wag sup- 
posed to have stunned the six inmates 
and set the house on fire, the flames 
overtaking the unfortunate before they 
recovered from their stupor. This the- 
ory was exploded, however, by the 
gruesome discoveries as the bodies 
were taken from the  half-burned 
house.

The city of Atlanta, throuch its rép- 
resentatives, and the lessees of the 
Georgia railroad company and the At- 
lanta joint terminals, have reached an 
agreement, it was definitely learned 
Saturday, In the matter of subjecting 
to city taxation the property claimed 
to be exempt under the old railroad 
charter. } 

According to Charles Whiteford 
Smith, chairman of the tax committee 
of council, the tax assessors have 
placed a valuation of $4,000,000 on the 
railroad property. The city’s share of 
the taxes will amount to $50,000. 

“I have been informed, and I believe 
the information is correct, that the 
Georgia railroad company has agreed 
to pay the city taxes for this year,” 
Chairman Smith declared Saturday. 
“The city has made = report of the 
assessment to the state, and much de- 
pends upon what the state wili do.” 

Figures Will Be Boosted. 

Atlanta’s taxable values for 1912 
were $154,827,487, aeco 
gathered from the tax pR pe 
in 1912 over the previous year amount- 
ed to $19,725,996, which was, by far, 


the largest gain for a Single year in 
the history of the city. 

It was anticipated that the 1913 gain 
would be about $10,000,000, but the 
rather unexpected decision of the Geor- 
Sia railroad lessees to pay up rather 
than prolong the controversy itn the 
United States supreme court, will boost 
the figures quite abit higher. 

The railroad claimed immunity from 
taxation under the old railroad laws 
of the state, and it was not until 
few years ago that the city of Atlanta 
and the state attempted to have the 
property returned for taxation. Messrs.

After a life of more than a quarter 
of a century as one of the most profit- 
able inland ports of entry of the coun- 
try, Atlanta will on Monday cease to 
Feceive importations in bond direct 
from foreign points of shipment ad- 
dressed to its importing merchants. 

And with the closing hours of the 
day, Colonel M. O. Markham. for more 
than ten years past collector of cus- 
toms at the Atlanta office, will surren- 
Ger his official papers, keys and other 
Government property to Vivian O. Kim- 
sey, for a long time one of Collector 
Markham’'s trusted clerks, 

Recent legislation by 
congress which wiped Atlanta off the 
map of the union as a port of entry 
and placed its work within the juris- 
diction of Collector of ¢ sustoms Leekin 
of the Savannah port of éntry, put out 
of official life one hundred and thirteen 
collectors of customs, leaving only 
forty-nine in the country. 

“While the work has been pleasant 
all the years I have been collector,” 
says Mr. Markham, “I must say I am 
Blad to get out simply for the rest if 
for nothing else. Mr. Kimsey, I am 
confident, will make a good official.” 

Mr. Kimsey will find himself under 
the jurisdiction of the Savannah office 
and will simply be a middleman 
tween that office and Atlanta's impor- 
ters’ offices. Of course, he will collect 
all moneys falling due in Atlanta, and 
will naturally send them on to the 
surveyor at Savannah. 

Brunswick and Darien as well as At- 
lanta will fall under the jurisdiction 
of the Savannah office. 

Story From Washington. 

The dispatch from Washington 
lows: 

Washington, June 28.- -Secretary Mc- 
Adoo today designated the collectors 
and deputy collectors of customs who 
will have charge of ports of the United 
States after the reorganization on 
July 1. 

One hundred and tRirteen collectors 
lose their jobs because the offices are 
abolished. Hereafter there will be 
only forty-nine collectors. 

In most cases the present collectors 
Will be retained in charge of the dis- 
tricts. The secretary has designated a 
deputy collector to take immediate 
charge of each port and generally that 
designation was the present ‘special 
deputy collector.

Terror Is Caused in Southern 
Italy by Series of Seismic 
Shocks. 


Cosena, Calabria, Italy, 
The disaster tn Sicily and Calabria in 
1908 was brought forcibly to mind to- 
day by a series of earth shocks, which 
appeared graver than they really were, 
owing to the panic they caused. The 
people were terror-stricken at the first 
shock, abandoned everything and ran 
screaming for mercy. They are now 
camping in the open fields or tn under- 
ground grottoes. 

Troops and a detachment of Red 
Cross workers were hurriedly dis- 
patched to points where the greatest 
damage was reported. The villages 
most seriously affected were Reggiano, 
Gravina, Mongrassano and San Bene- 
deto. 

Rome, June 28.—Extensive  earth- 
quake shocks occurred itn the southern 
part of Italy this morning, with the 
result that exaggerated reports were 
circulated describing the disturbances 
as a grave disaster, with a large num- 
ber of victims. 

Official information received by the 
minister of the interior tonight was that 
the earthquake cause@ no damage in 
the entire province of Catonia, and 
Was scarcely felt at Messina. Some 
houses. were damaged and several peo- 
ple hurt, however, in the villages of 
Paola, San Marco and other small 
places ‘near CosenZa. 

Flames Shoot From Vesuvius. 

Naples, June 28.—For the first time 
since 1906 flames were observed today 
shooting up from Mount Vesuvius. 
Three slight earthquakes occurred 
prior to this, and the uppermost crater 
of Vesuvius emitted a dense column 
of smoke, which frequently showed 
strong reflections of flames lower 
down, with an occasional eruption of 
fire. 

Professor Mercalli, director of the 
observatory, feports that the lava 
streams recently observed are becom- 
ing continuous. He expressed the 
opinion tonight that the seismic move- 
ment on Mount Vesuvius had no con- 
nection with the earthquake in the 
Calabria district, and that it was due 
to the recent heavy rains filtering 
through cracks in the crater.

(At the Grand.) 

Thomas A Edison's wonderful kinet- 
ephone will be seen in Atlanta, at the 
Grand all of this week. This is the 
newest great invention of the mod- 
ern wizard—it makes motion pictures 
laugh, sing and talk. Now there have 
been talking motion pictures. There 
was the old cameraphone that was run 
successfully after a fashion at the 
Bijou some years ago, and there have

They saw pictures put on the screen 
and they could hardly believe their 
eyes and ears when these pictures 
started to talk and sing and laugh. 
There was none of the out-of-plumb 
trouble that had been found in all the 
other “talking picture” efforts. The 
synchronism was perfect. Skepticism 
faded. Enthusiasm prevailed. And 
right then and there a _ corporation 
was organized that took over the 
American rights of the machine and 
Mr. Edison found he had another half 
million to his credit, for that amount 
was guarante@u as advance royalty.

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| Birth and Death Registration 


In urging the necessity for birth and 
death registration in our department 
last week we quoted sections 1 and 2 
from the “mddel law.” This bill con- 
tains twenty-three sections, making all 
necessary provisions for each state, and 
as the title states, it is intended as a 
universal law, for all the states, yet it 
suggests that the entire bill should be 
reviewed by competent legal authority 
for the purpose of making it consist- 
ent in every respect with the general 
law of legislation of the state in which 
the bill is to be introduced, 
material change or injury to 
fectiveness of registration. 

This model law was prepared by a 
committee of council on health and 
public instruction at the American Med- 
ical assoctation, in consultation with 
the American Bar association commit- 
tee on vital and pena! statistics on uni- 
form state laws, the children’s bureau 
of census and approved by the Ameri- 
can Association for Prevention of In- 
fant Mortality and Federation of Labor. 

The most effective work in behalf 
of public health that can be done in 
this country lies in the reduction of in- 
fant mortality. We need local records 
that will indicate where and when the 
babies were born and where and when 
they die for an intelligent study of the 
subject. 

Dr. Wilbur, tn addressing the Ameri- 
can Medical association asked: “What 
do we know about infant mortality, 
when not a single city or state in the 
United States has correct data for cor- 
rect statements?”

It is said that a birth certificate is 
to every child an actual asset his whole 
life through; it can be made to serve 
the child’s right to education and to 
protection from labor before the legal 
age, and such certificate should be re- 
quired by all factory jnspection and 
employers of youthful labor. Such rec- 
ords will render impossible false state- 
ments as to age. 

We know that much 0bDbilindness in 
children is due to causes easily pre- 
ventable at birth. Numerous cities 
the public health department 
are furnishing, free of charge, the 
standard remedies for prevention of 
blindness of the newly born. 

For a long period of years in the Eu- 
ropean countries a complete record of 
births and deaths have been Kept and 
as a result of statistical study of these 
records by health officers and social 
workers the whole civilized world is 
becoming concerned over the waste of 
infant mortality. 

Georgia is one of the four states that 
has absolutely no laws of birth and 
death registration, twenty of the other 
states having made adequate provision 
in the last few months-or at last ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

Until Georgia makes adequate pro- 
vision for birth registration 
dren will have no protection from those 
who would put the children out to 
work before they are of legal age. The 
child labor law will do much for the 
welfare of the child, but it will be of 
ten fold greater value with vital sta- 
tistics under a uniform law that makes 
false statements of age impossible.

The radical party, now so 
Russophile, was then fighting the doc- 
trine held by all other parties that Ser- 
via must hitch on either to Austria or 
to Russia. Instead, said the radicals, 
the Balkan states ought to join to- 
gether and guard their independence 
against both Austria and Russia. Even 
during the Serbo-Bulgearian war of 18386 
Pashitsch preached this doctrine, but 
after narrowly escaping being lynched 
as a traitor he wisely shut his mouth. 
Later Pashitsch became Austrophobe, 
because he saw that Vienna was back- 
ing up the Obrenovitsches against the 
revolution, which he was behind. He 
engaged in a commercial war with Aus- 
tria and cut Austria's trade down by 
two-thirds. The final hitching on to 
Russia was the result of the Balkan 
league. Foreign Minister Milanowitsch 
warned St. Petersburg that Servia’s 
Austrophile liberals were gaining 
ground, and that Servia would fall into 
Austria’s hands unless Russia produced 
a positive Balkan policy. Russia pro- 
duced the positive policy in the shape 
of the Balkan league, which was signed 
only two months after Milanowitsch’s 
death. 

Pashitsch therein saw his oldest 
dream fulfilled: a complete breach witn 
Austria; a junction to Russia, and a 
union against the Turks. And by be- 
coming prime minister in September, 
on the outbreak of the war, he had the 
glory of carrying the campaign success- 
fully through. At first everything went 
well with the uncrowned king. But 
now the “black hand” is up against him. 
The “black hand" is the military party 
headed by his old foe, Zivkovitsch. the 
fire-eater. And Zivkovitsch this tima 
holds the trumps. Zivkovitsch has com- 
manded part of the army; the army 
has won glorious victories: it has not 
had one defeat, and, therefore, any fail- 
ures of Servia in concluding peace are 
failures of the civil government. If 
Servia gets too little territory, then 
Pashitsch is responsible. “Why didn't 
he bid us fight for more? We should 
do our share!”’ If Austria sits too hard 
on Servia, again the civil government 
is at fault. “Why not fight Austria?” 
The wise old Pashitsch, though he has 
fifty excellent reasons for not fighting 
Austria, cannot propound them con- 
vincingly, and the army, flushed with 
success, boastful and swaggering, gets 
the best of each argument. So Pashitsch 
will probably go. 

But the uncrowned king of Servia, 
the fox of the Balkans, will come back. 
He will wait in his slow, watchful way 
till Zivkovitsch, the army and the 
ewashbucklers have done something un- 
speakably inane and hopeless, and then 
with his overwhelming “TI told you so,” 
he will be prime minister again.

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THE SHADOW OF ESPIONAGE. 


In his address to the Iowa State Bar 
Association at Sioux City recently, Judge 
Emory Speer, of Georgia, delivered a scath- 
ing arraignment of federal espionage and 
oppression by spies. The address was synop- 
in The Constitution. We hold 
brief for Judge Speer. We do say that he 
or any other official or American citizen 
subjected to inquisitorial methods more in 
famous than those of the middle centuries 
has every right to protest and protest vio- 
lently. There is no public or private char- 
acter so free of blemish ‘hat it may not 
be smirched if it is subjected to the sneak- 
ing tests of warped evidence, manufactured 
testimony and ex-parte hearings, a kind of 
bullying for which this government seems 
to have an increasing fondness. Only a few 
years ago, for instance, a well-known and 
reputable attorney had been nominated as

Georgia. Before he had time to qualify for 
office a federal “investigator” descended 
upon him. The nominee had been named 
on the recommendation of two United States 
senators. He had been indorsed by number- 
less prominent citizens. His official and 
private character was irreproachable. Yet 
this gum-shoe representative of the depart- 
ment of justice catechised him as to his 
official and private career, nosed into his 
private life, gave him a grilling as to his 
righ: and ability to hold the office. This in 
the America of the twentieth century. 

With Judge Speer, personally, we are 
not concerned. What does cause us alarm 
and distrust is the growth of the system 
the effects of which are now visited upon 
him, and which may be visited upon any 
other American citizen. If Judge Speer has 
been guilty of wrong there is a direct way 
to bring him to trial. He could easily 
enough have been brought to a public hear- 
ing, with the right to present his side. He 
could not long weed a corrupt row without 
being sharply pulled short. But to infest 
the jurisdiction of an assumably innocent 
man with spies and go into each little detail 
of his private life is to perpetrate a travesty 
on free government. 

Beginning under republican rule, the 
Shadow of espionage has overspread the 
country. It has reached up to menace the 
judiciary. 

Isn't it about time for this thing to stop? 
The system has in it all the makings of a 
strongly intrenched centralized federal ma- 
chine that may subvert government and 
blast character and intimidate protest at 
will. Have we ousted Hitchcockism to in- 
herit something as bad! 


NO DRINKING POLICEMEN! 

Whisky-drinking among officers has pre- 
cipitated another scandal in the police de- 
partment. The charges involve four patrol- 
men. Only a few months after a killing 
laid at the door of a whisky-drinking police 
second scandal is enough to 
alarm every thinking citizen of Atlanta.

LOCK-JAW 


A Bulletin Issued by the State 
Board of Health. 


Don't forget that lockjaw (tetanus) not 
infrequently follows wounds made by fire- 
works and toy pistols. Following the cele- 
bration of the Fourth of July of 1903 there 
were 466 cases of lockjaw reported and no 
one Knows how many cases occurred which 
were not reported. Wounds made by these 
so-called toys, but which are in reality often 
very deadly weapons, should be promptly 
cleansed and disinfected, and if they are 
deep wounds they should be so opened up as 
to allow the air to enter them, for lock- 
jaw germs will not grow in wounds that 
are exposed to the air. This peculiarity of 
these germs accounts for the fact so often 
noticed that lockjiaw often follows punc- 
tured wounds—such as, for instance, those 
made by nails. 

On the other hand tetanus sometimes de- 
velops in people who don't remember hav- 
ing been injured at all. In such instances 
it is more than likely that the microbes 
Zained entrance through a wound in the 
skin too trivial to be noticed or maybe in 
some of the mucous membranes where it 
could not be seen-—-in the mouth or nose, 
for example. Lockjaw germs are widely 
distributed, but they are most often found 
present in the refuse from stables, in gar- 
den soil and in the dirt of the street. 

Symptoms, 

In from one to ten days after an in- 
jury—usually from three to five days—stiff- 
ness and pain in the muscles of the Jaw 
and neck come on. Spasms of certain of the 
face muscles causes a horrible expression 
known as the “sardonic smile.” The mus- 
cles all over the body soon become rigid, 
excepting the arms which are usually free, 
and swallowing and breathing become very 
difficult. 

Generalized spasms frequently 
may be provoked by merely shaking 
bed, by air blowing on the patient, 
notses, and so on. 

All the muscles may 
infrequently the patient 
ward or forward or to one side. 

Death in the acute cases, in from §9 to 
99 per cent of those attacked, comes on 
within five davs. In the chronic cases the 
death rate is lower, being about 40 per cent. 
The chronic cases are usually less severe 
and come on much slower than the acute 
cases, the incubation period being from ten 
days to several weeks. 

Prevention of Lockjaw. 

Wounds made by instruments which ¢x- 
perience has taught are not infrequently fol- 
lowed by this disease should be promptly 
cleansed and disinfected, and if they are 
deep wounds they should be opened up at 
once so the air will freely enter them. Be- 
sides these precautions it is also advisable 
to give an injection of antitetanic serum. 
This serum is valuable as a preventative, 
but it is of doubtful value as a curative 
agent. <Antitetanic serum is furnished free 
of charge by the state board of health. 

Wounds made by fireworks, toy pistols, 
nails and splinters, and wounds which are 
fouled by dirt from the street, by garden 
soll and by the refuse from stables are the 
kinds of wounds most apt to be followed 


by lockjaw.

Editor Constitution: My father, who was 
a Georgia physician, wrote articles on the

gusta Medical Journal. Until it was demon- 
strated that germs cause disease, preventive 
medicine was where it was in the middle 
ages, with the exception of vaccination for 
smallpox. 

In medicine we are vet taking chances. 
A short time ago I had a telephone message 
from a woman requesting me to make a pro- 
fessional visit to her cook, who was ill. 
This cook, a’ colored woman, cooked for a 
boarding house which had numerous board- 


ers. There were five or six occupants of 
this room in which the cook lived. There 
were two beds covered with filthy rags, all 
the occupants were wearing filthy rags. 
The room was also used for cooking and 


dining purposes, and there were innumerable 
flies in the room. A _ place rich with all 
manner of disease-producing germs. How 
could one living in such surroundings be 
not lost to rapture and despair? It seems 
to me wrong to send money to foreign coun- 
tries ‘fer missionary purposes when such 
conditions exist here among us. It seems 
to me that there would be more Christiant- 
in adding this missionary money to the 


~ 
mcs of our cooks, washerwomen and other 
servants. and enable them to live on a 
higher plane, and in more sanitary sur- 
roundings. The colored people have done 
their full share in producing the wealth 
of the south. Ever since the south was 


settled they have been principally the pro- 
dueers of cotton, the source of the souths 
wealth. Ignorance and poverty are con- 
tributary causes of diseases. Hence the 
importance of the campaign of education 
in preventive medicine, and a campaign for 
hettering the conditions of the poor. To 
remedy such conditions as described is the 
duty of statesmen and philanthropists.

Editor Constitution: Do you not think 
that the city of Atlanta is sufficiently large 
to own a public comfort station for its citl- 
zens and strangers who visit Atlanta? We 
are erecting large buildings, and making 
many civic tmprovements, but with all this 
we are doing nothing for the comfort and 
convenience of our citizens and the 
strangers within our gates. This is not a 
foolish proposition, but one that should ap- 
peal to every thinking man and woman. 


Some months ago, there was a scene 
enacted at Five Points (which will not do 
for print) that caused me then and there 
to be convinced that Atlanta needs a public 
comfort station for its men and’ women— 
more particularly for the latter. 

As a member of the chamber of com- 


merce, [ took this matter up with the secre- 


tary, Walter G. Cooper, and he had plans 
drawn for a public comfort station to he 
erected at Five Points, which were ap- 


proved and given hearty support by Mayor 
Maddox, but later on the location was found 
unsuitable. 

There are many things 
said on this subject that would open the 
eves of the citizens of Atlanta. For vears 
ladies of the Young Women's Christian 
sociation have been working to install such 
a place as this, but have failed. 

The money for this plan could no doubt 
be found by the city fathers, and if the 
city eannot erect such a building, I believe 
there are plenty of enterprising men with 
money, in Atlanta, who would build such a 
place and lease from ten to twenty years 
to some reliable man who could have a soda 
fount, cigar and news stand, bootblacking 
stand and other conveniences, from whicn 
sources enough revenue could be obtained 
to pay a good interest on the investment, 
and at the same time maintain a public com- 
fort station with the necessary attendants. 

My idea is to put such a public comfort 
station under the best possible sanitary con- 
ditions, and under the supervision of the 
chief of police. who, 1 am sure, would have 
interest enough in such a place as to give 
it the best police protection possible, so that 
the ladies would not hesitate to enter from 
fear of any rowdyism or objectionable fea- 
tures, and make the place what the name

The agricultural schools are doing a 
magnificent work along the lines for 
which they have been organized. In 
this field of education Is one of the 
most splendid opportunities of the 
state. The stimulation of interest in 
them and the desire to enjoy the op- 
portunities they afford would be of in- 
estimable value. 

My predecessor has ¢alled attention 
to the fact that some of the schools 
are well attended. while others receive 
little patronage, whether due to the 
matter of location, or lack of interest, 
or from what cause, J] am unable to 
say. Each obtains the same appropria- 
tion from the state for maintenance. I 
recommend that you investigate their 
condition, and apply the proper reme- 
dies. 

General Appropriation Bill. 

Allow me to suggest that the consti- 
tution places upon the executive as 
well as the legislature the duty of 
squaring the expenditures with the 
income. When the apprepriation bill 
is submitted to him on the last days 
of the session he must either approve 
it or call an extra session. If he dis- 
approves an item it must be passed 
over his veto, or be reintroduced as a 
new bill. I trust you may find it ex- 
pedient to transmit to me the general 
appropriation bill ten days before your 
adjournment, in order that it may be 
considered in the light of the state’s 
resources. By co-operation we may 
enabled to arrive at some plan of 
financial difficulties that 
helpful to the state.

As our negro mammy is the only re- 
minding perfect type of the ante-bel- 
lum days it is but logical to expect 
that from her lips is to be had the 
most vivid picture of the life which 
has passed.

Her 
whole life and thought is wrapped up 
in the days “befo’ de wah.” 

No more pleasant an hour could bety 
spent than with old Aunt Georgia 
Bass, who lives at 16 Ennis alley. 

The very atmosphere of her little 
two-room “shanty” at once carries you 
back half a century. 

Her immaculately clean little two- 
room “shanty” sits in an immaculatel 
clean little yard. Outside there are 
rows of hollyhocks and sunflowers 
and sweet peas and roses, just as 
there should be, and inside there is 
the faint odor of lavender. 

By the door a cedar bucket of water 
and a mossy gourd beside it makes 
one wonder at the existence of soda 
fountains and locker clubs. Inside 
the little “shanty” the rough board 
floors are covered with home-woven 
carpets. There are old fashioned pic-

The bill also provides for the appoint- 
ment of trustees by the governor and

The site to be selected shall be a 
tract of farming land, well situated, 
for the purpose of carrying out the 
|'plan for the education and training of 
|these children. The building to be 
,erected thereon shall be such as will 
lend themselves to the cottage system 
| of living and will serve to separate the 
children of different mental conditions. 
There shall also be built school] houses, 
work shops and hospitals on such a 
scale as to accommodate not less than 
400 people. This school shall receive 
all feeble-minded and defective chil- 
dren under twenty years of age whose 
parents or guardians have applied for 
admittance for them.

LAST SURVIVOR OF 
THE CONFEDERATE 
CONGRESS IS DEAD 


Ala. June 26.—Judge 
Henry C. Jones, 94 years old, died at 
his home at Florence, Ala. He was 
the last surviving member of the con- 
federate congress, although, prior to 
the breaking out of hostilities he was 
the leading anti-secesBionist of the 
state. He was a prominent member of 
the state legislature prior to the war, 
and voted against secession in the 
Alabama legislature, carrying his op- 
position so far as to refuse to sign 
the ordinance after !t had been over- 
whelmingly passed. 

While still opposing secession, he 
was elected a member of the confeder- 
ate congress after it was a one-cham- 
ber body In Montgomery. When the 
congress was removed to Richmond, 
and the senate chamber was added, 
Judge Jones was a member of the 
congress that provided. the form of 
government for “the storm=-cradled na- 
tion that fell.” 

Judge Jones was very intimate with 
Jefferson Davis, and accompanied him 
on a number of his political speaking 
tours. When the war broke out he 
engaged in the manufacture of cloth- 
ing for the soldiers, and for many 
years after the war he was the leading 
attorney of the state. He was a promi- 
nent figure in Alabama politics both 
before and after the war, and held 
many positions of honor and trust. He 
Was always a rominating figure in 
democratic conventions, but. of recent 
years his infirmities removed him from 
the fields of activity. 

Judge Jones was born in Franklin 
county, this stater, and lived all his 
life in what is known as the Tennes- 
see valley, the major portion of his 
life being spent in Lauderdale county. 
For two-thirds of a century he ras a 
conspicuous figure in public life in 
that valley, and was considered a fine 
exponent of the high-minded, cour- 
ageous and aggressive public man of 
the Old South,

ACCOMMODATIONS 
FOR ALL VETERANS 
AT GETTYSBURG 


Gettsburg, Pa., June 28.—‘There will 
be ample atcommodations and plenty 
of rations for all veterans who come 
to Gettysburg for the battle anniver- 
sary celebration next week, even 
though the number exceed by 10,000, 
the original estimate,’ was the state- 
ment made by officers of the regular 
army at camp headquarters yester- 
day. 

‘Here we have over 5,000 tents, near- 


ly all of which are now im place,” 
said one officer. “Every one is sup- 
‘posed to be large enough to receive 
eleven men. We have apportioned only 
eight to each tent. By making it 
nine, you have accommodation for 5,- 
000 men and you can increase this by 
another 6,000 without crowding any 
one. It is true that we based our sup- 
plies on an estimate of 40,000 vet- 
erans, but the amount is elastic and 
can be made to serve for many others. 
For instance, we allow a pound of 
bread for each man a day. Few men 
eat this much, or even half this much. 
Other supplies are based on the same 
Mberal plan, and every veteran who 
comes here will get ahelter and all 
the food he needs.” 

The camp will be fully completed 
two days ahead of schedule time, ac- 
cording to Major Normoyle, in oom- 
mand. Provisions which are not per- 
ishable will all be distributed to the 
kitchens not later than next Saturday, 
and, under a scheme outlined by Cap- 
tain McCaskey, who, with Major Grove, 
is assisting Major Normoyle, the ar- 
rival of every train load of veterans 
will be followed by the supply of im- 
mediate mesg requirements. 

A remarkable system for keeping 
track of the veterans from every state 
has been devised, with the result that 
any delay after they reach camp is 
practically an impossibilty. 

Almost avery day brings news of 
larger allotments of veterang from 
the various states. The latest request 
for more space cOmes from Virginia, 
which reports that instead of 1,800 it 
will send at least 2,500.

I want to make this 
business run in such a way that every 
firm which opens an account here will 
understand that they are expected to, 
and must, make some kind of a settle- 
ment the very day their accounts fall 
due, When we sell goods on a sixty- 
day basis, the customer should be care- 
ful to write or see us at the expiration 
of that term. If he can possibly 
send a check he should send it, and if 
he aan’t, he should send, some form 
of settlement by note and if it is ac- 
reptable to us, we will accept it. Then 
we would know how we stood, and 
would know how to treat that custome 
er when his next order comes in.” 

“Suppose a good customer neglected 
settling, would you refuse him credit 
until he did?” 

“Most certinly I would. I would 
write him a courteous letter drawing 
his attention to the fact that his ac- 
count was s0 many days over due and

be honest enough to make an explana- 
tion, so that we will Know how to con- 
duct our business.” 

“I am perfectly willing to do busi- 
ness on that basis,” said the president, 
“but I am afraid some of our competi- 
tors will take advantage of our iron- 
clad rules and take business away 
from us.” 

“Well,” gaid the Credit Man, “I will 
personally guarantee that every bit 
of business that you lose through this 
method, will prove a saving to you in 
the long run. It is an almost inva- 
riablie rule that the man to whom you 
extend too much credit, will leave you 
on almost any pretext and buy his 
go0dsg elsewhere. If you want to keep 
a man’s account, treat him squarely, 
but make him treat you the same way. 
If a man feels that he is under obif® 
Zations to you, he is going to give his 
trade to some other house, where he 
feels more independent. Then he also 
feels that he should establish another 
line of credit before you close down 
on him when he owes you too much.” 

“I came across an interesting case on 
the matter of credits the other day,” 
said the Kook Keeper. “There was 4 
retail grocer in town who failed. He 
owed two wholesale grocery houses in 
the city and the difference between the 
way he had treated the two creditors 
is startling. The first house is one 
that does a atrictly cash business. In 
the past year he had bought from them 
a little over two thousand dollars’ 
worth of goods. All the goods he had 
bought from them, were of the avri- 
ety on which there is a good profit 
both for the retailer and wholesaler. 
His total indebtedness to them at the 
time he went into the receivers’ hands 
was $22. The second firm was one 
which had extended him liberal credit. 
flour, sugar, meal 
and other lines on which there is only 
a small margin of profit from this con- 
cern and owed them for practically all 
he had bought, a total of about $1,500 
In that case the cash house had cer- 
tainly profited by their methods.”

Publicity Pointers. 

One of the secrets of success In ad- 
in-the ability to seek the 
ical moment and strike while 
the iron is hot. A man may have been 
doing a regular amount of advertising 
for many months. Suddenly the occa 
sion comes when tt is to his advantage 
to make an extra big displav. ard 
he should seize that moment 
quickly and act promptly and strongly. 

It part of the equipment of a 
go0d advertising man to be able 
recognize this opportune moments | 
when they arive. Many times a so- 
called opportunity willl come and the 
inexperienced man may make the mis- 
take of following the first advice he 
hears and acting before he takes full 
time to think himself. But Ly watch- 
ing the results and keeping a careful 
eve on conditions it is easy to recog- 
nize the right time from the wrong 
time, and weed the sheep from the 
goats of false opportunity. 

A good rule to follo win deciding 
whether advertising is advisable is to 
try and put yourself in the place 
of the people you are trying to reach.

FIRST BILL IN HOUSE 
INTRODUCED BY COLE 


Inheritance Measure Has Greater 
Chance to Pass This Year 
As a Result.

In one respect at least E. B. Cole, 
of Cartersville, representative from 
‘Bartow county, bears a distinction that 
went to Mr. Tippins, of Appling, in 
the preceding house, and that is he was 
the author and introducer of house Dill 
No. 1. 

But house bill No. 1 this year is 
quite different from that which cre- 
ated some rather stormy scenes in 
‘legislative halls in 1912. Mr. Cole’s 
bill is a bille to create an inheritance 
tax, which is quite a different proposi- 
tion from that contained in the Tippins 
bill that proposed to outlaw near beer 
and the locker clubs and which was 
finally lost through the governor's veto. 

The movement to enact an inherit- 
ance tax law in Georgia began nine 
years ago and has been growing in 
(popularity ever since, and with many 
of tha most prominent members of the 
legislature back of the movement this 
year, the indications are that a meas- 
ure of this kind will be passed by 
hege present legislature. 

Mr. Cole was fortunate 


in getting 


the measure in as the first bill upon 
the house calendar. The records show 
that house bill No, 1, provided it gets 
a favorable committee report, seldom 
fails to pass. It was because of the 
act that the Tippins bill was house 
bill No. 1 last year that its opponents 
could not stop or crush it with a 
steam roller. It went right on through 
to the governor, and if he had not ve- 
toed it, it would have been a law today. 

Mr. Cole, who is one of the younger 
members of the hvuuse, and who ig 
known as one of the most successful 
business men in north Georgia, has 
made 2 careful study of the inheritance 
tax problem, both before and since his 
election to the general assembly. He 
has secured laws on this subject from 
some 30-odd states in the union which 
have enacted them, and in drawing the 
bill which he hag introduced, he has 
picked out the best in all of them and 
offered it as the Georgia law. He wag 
partiulcarly struck with the California 
law and secured many valuable sugges- 
tions from it. 

Mr. Cole has already received prom- 
ises of active support for the measure 
from leading members of the general 
assembly, and there seems to be no 


‘doubt that it will go back to the house 


at an early date with a favorable com- 
mittee report.

To Whom It May Concern—Greet 
ing: Be it known that on July 9, 1913, 
the suffragists of Georgia will as- 
semble in state convention at Atlanta, 
Ga., to report progress of their efforts 
to secure the right of suffrage for the 
women oitizens in the Empire State of 
the South and to confer as to the best 
methods by which that much desired 
blessing may be attained at the 
eavilest possible moment. 

Within the last forty-four years 
nine states and one territory have 
fully enfranchised the women and 
they now enjoy equal rights with the 
men citizeng of those free states. 

gut Georgia, although one of the 
“original thirteen,” is not one of the 
nine to deal out equal and exact jus- 
tice to women. 

Constitutional amendments are 
pending and will be submitted in 1914 
to the voters (men) tn the following 
states: Montana, Nevada, North Dako- 
ta, South Dakota and Wisconsin. 

The states where amendments have 
passed one legislature and must pass 
another are Iowa, New Jersey, New 
York and Pennsylvania. Georgia is 
not one of these, but Georgia must 
and will be just to her daughters. It is 
the business of the women of 
state to work for their own freedom 
and advancement as the women of 
those progressive nine states have 
worked, and are still everlastinglly ag it, 
to accomplish what it is possible for 
them to do with the assistance of the 
ballot—the right preservation of all 
rights, the one thing which denotes 
and demonstrates the difference be- 
tween a free man and woman and a 
slave. 


Roosevelt’s Attitude. 


Ex-Paesident Roosevelt declares, 
“Women suffer from many injustices 
which can only be removed by the use 
of the ballot.” Women know that this 
is true, hence the general uprising all 
over the civilized world. Surprising 
things are happening every day. In 
June of this year the women of Nor- 
received full parliamentary suf- 
frage without regan to their income 
tax. This means that unqualified 
suffrage has been conferred, and in 
June Illinois, which has less than half 
the area of Norway, but more than 
double Norway’s population, gave her 
women limited suffrage. Illinois is 
one of the states in a great republic 
which claims to be a government of 
the people, for the people, by the peo- 
ple. Because this great state lies east 
of the Mississippi and is the first to 
give to women the privilege of vot- 
ing for president of the United States, 
to vote for aldermen of Chicago and 
for mayor, also the right to yote on all 
propositions, a chance to figure in 
“wet” and “dry” fights, the women 
of Illinois are jubilant. 

A Statue to Miss Willard. 

Chicago and Pvanston boast of be- 
ing honored by having Frances E. 
Willard as one of its citizens and the 
state appropriated $9,000 to place her 
statue in the Hall of Fame, repre- 
senting her, in this way, as being the 
first citizen of the commonwealth. In 
1879 Frances FE. Willard secuned a 
petition with 180,000 signatures for 
equa] suffrage in her state, yet she

A special [nvi- 
tation has been extended to the gov- 
ernor, members of the legislature, the 
mayor and members of the city council 
to occupy seats in the grandstand. 
Complimentary tickets have been given 
to the ministers of all the leading 
white churches in the city. 

It is the desire of the association 
that the white people who employ ser- 
vants will give them special opportu- 
nity, especially on the Fourth of July, 
to attend the exercises, as they will 
prove of much benefit to them. In 
some cases employers have purchased 
tickets and given them to their em- 
ployees. There are 80 many places 
in this city that tend to drag down the 
colored servant that any occasion of 
this type that is elevating in its na- 
ture proves of benefit to the whole city 
life, which is so much affected by the 
character of its servants. 

The sale of seats opens Monday 
morning at 10 o’clock at the First Con- 
gregational church, colored, for whose 
benefit the proceeds go. This church, 
under the leadership of its pastor, Rev. 
H. H. Proctor, keeps its doors open 
every day and night of the year, with 
a staff of workers to minister to all 
who come. Among its facilities are 
the following features: Gymnasium, 
bath, cooking, employment bureau, 
music, rest room, library, kindergarten, 
prison mission, auditorium, etc. Last 
year this church reached 10,000 people

Ministers of the 
gospel are advocating it in thein Sun- 
day sermons and The Atlanta Consti- 
tution, the most conservative news-| 
paper in the state, invites the suf-| 
fragists to use its woman's suffrage | 
department to tel) its many readers 
of the great progress that even old 
conservation Georgia is making. 

Now is the time to get on the band 
wagon and ride to certain victory. 
Now is the time to impress the legisla- 
tors with the fact that the woman’s 
vote must be reckoned with in the 
near future. 

Time to Work. 

Now is the time to work for the 
passage of the bill to raise the age 
of consent from 10 years to 21 years, 
as it is in Tennessee and California; 
to tell them we must have a compul- 
sory education law which wil] take 
the children of Georgia from factories 
and other places of labor and put them 
in the school house, and insist that 
human life shall be mome carefully 
guarded than property, especially girl 
life, 

We eal] upon every public-spirited 
woman and man to come to this state 
convention and help devise methods of 
carrying on the great fight begun in 
1848, to strengthen this ‘bloodless 
revolution,” to show by great numbers 
and determined earnestness that the 
women of Georgia will no longer be 
satisfied to be treated with political 
contempt by men, who as legislators 
are supposed to repvesent them.

SENATE SUFFRAGE COMMITTEE 
OUTLINE TESTS OF FITNESS 


The committee on woman suffrage in 
the genate of the United States sub- 
mitted its report to the United States 
senate gn June 13, 1913. It recom- 
mended. its passage by that body at 
an early date. From ae voluminous 
mass of evidence submitted by the 
committee as furnishing strong rea- 
sons why the amendment of the consti- 
tution of the United States which pro- 
vides that the rights of citizens to 
vote shall not be denied or abridged 
on account Of sex, the following state- 
ment shows that women come up to 
the standard set up Dy men as qualifi- 
cations for voters. 

Tests of Fitness. 

1. Will this class of citizens (fe- 
males) vote whenever the lawful op- 
portunity is presented? 

2. Will this class or citizens attempt 
to comprehend the questions upon 
which it votes? 

8. Will this class of citizens attempt 
to learn something of the character 
and fitness of the persons for whom 
it votes? 

4. Will this class vote against dis- 
honest persons for office? 

56. Will this class oppose dishonest 
measures? 

6. Will this class refuse, directly or 
indirectly, to give a bribe? 

7. Will this class place country above 
party ? 

8. Will this class recognize the re- 
sult of the election as the will of the 
people, and therefore as the law? 

9. Will this class continue to fight 


for a righteous, although defeated, 
cause, 80 long as there is a reasonable 
hope of success? 

10. Is this class of citizens able to 
read and write? 

1l. Does this class of citizens pay 
taxes? 

The United States senate committee 
on woman suffrage, with Charles 58. 
Thomas, chairman, then said: “We 
submit that the class of voters (fe- 
males) sought to be enfranchised by 
this resolution answers each and every 
one of these interrogations with dis- 
tinguished credit to itself, and that it 
fully, fairly and in god faith meas- 
ures up to these requirements. 

We, therefore, upon all grounds, 
conclude that the reeolution should be 
submitted to the states for their adop- 
tion or ratification. 

Women suffragists would prefer that 
the men people of their own state 
would remove the stigma of idsfran- 
chisement from women without the 
national government taking a hand, 
but if they still disregard pleas f
